Let’s Lift The Shades;
Take Down The Timbers

An Editorial

With ten councilmanic candidates focusing the spotlight
on municipal affairs, it seems timely to suggest that city
officials spread a little more light on our darkened streets
by removing the dim-out shades on the street lamps—an
action now long overdue,

By no streteh of the imagination can anyone claim the
dilapidated shades are required as a war measure, as dim-out
ations were lifted by the military months ago. In fact,
the Western Defense Command over six months ago ordered
the removal of dim-out shades on the Pacitic Coast Highway,
runs along the ocean shoreline.  Other municipalities
have long since banned their streel-lamp shades in order to
give added protection on streets crowded with war-time traffic,
both by automobiles and pedestrians,

When the lamp posts were installed in Torrance, they
were whl«fy spaced in order to reduce the cost. Since then,
the candlepower of the lights has been materially reduced by
the installation of smaller watt globes. While there may be
some  excel for continuing the u of the smaller
power lights as a power conservation measure, there certainly
is no reason for shielding the limited illumination by dim-out
shades,

As long as we are at war, there is a possibility of attac
and for this reason black-out regulations are still in effect.
But in case of a black-out, the lights would be completely
extinguish

And while we're cleaning up the war debris, there’s that
deplorable  “blockade” next to the civie auditorium which
should come down, The silly idea of protecting the sides of
a building and leaving the roof exposed always was a joke,
and for the sake of civic attractiveness should be removed.
We're tired of explaining the monstrosity to newcomers in
